PRESIDENT'S 

MESSAGE 


In  addition  to  enjoying  all  the 
friendship,  fun  and  entertainment 
offered  at  our  recent  1976  conven¬ 
tion,  attending  the  various  programs 
and  participating  in  the  official  func¬ 
tions,  I  also  became  convinced  that 
our  association's  greatest  current 
needs  are  to  increase  membership 
and  to  observe  the  three  Cs’. 

In  spite  of  all  the  precautions  taken 
and  the  hard  work  done  to  avoid 
them,  any  activity  as  large  as  our 
state  convention,  usually  develops 
some  problem  areas  that  have  a  det¬ 
rimental  effect  on  the  overall  success 
of  the  activity.

This  will  be  our 
imediate  objective  because  success 
in  this  area  will  assure  greater  suc¬ 
cess  in  all  other  objectives. 

Our  second  major  objective  must 
be  increased  membership.  Our  2nd 
VP,  Marvin  Currie,  is  our  member¬ 


ship  chairman,  and  his  committee 
consists  of  all  our  district  governors. 
They  need  your  help!  Any  new  mem¬ 
bership  campaign  launched  by  them 
can  succeed  only  if  they  have  your 
support  through  use  of  the  three  Cs’.

“WARNIX” 

On  October  8,  1942,  a  new  5c  piece 
appeared;  56%  coper,  nine  percent 
manganese,  and  35%  silver  —  our 
first  silver  5c  coin  since  the  half 
dimes  of  1873.  The  new  coins  were 
called  “silver  nickels”  and  “nickless 
nickels,”  but  the  term  “wartime 
nickels”  caught  on,  and  eventually 
was  shortened  to  “warnix”  (one  coin 
is  a  “wamick”).

AMARILLO  CLUB  HOSTS

An  impressive  patriotic,  red,  white 
and  blue  Spirit  of  76  ceremony  wel¬ 
comed  over  5,000  visitors  to  the  18th 
convention  of  the  Texas  Numismatic 
Association.  The  Amarillo,  Tex.  Coin 
Club  hosted  the  convention  held  at 
the  Civic  Center  on  April  23,  24,  and 
25  in  celebration  of  the  American  bi¬ 
centennial. 

A  ribbon  of  bicentennial  $2  bills 
was  cut  by  Amarillo  Mayor  John 
Drummond  to  mark  the  opening  of 
the  annual  TNA  event.  Other  digni¬ 
taries  present  were  Col.  Chas.  A. 
Wingo,  Denison,  TNA  president; 
Lyman  C.  Bartee,  Austin,  immediate 
past  TNA  president;  Joe  B.  Davis, 
Corpus  Christi,  first  TNA  president; 
Fred  W.  Clark,  San  Angelo,  first  vice 
president;  Nela  Runkle,  Amarillo 
Coin  Club  president;  and  Matt  and 
Mrs.  Rothert,  Camden,  Ark.  Rothert 
is  a  past  president  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Association. 

A  medley  of  patriotic  songs  sung 
by  the  Tascosa  Freedom  singers  and 
a  presentation  by  the  Amarillo  High 
School  ROTC  color  guard  preceded 
the  ceremony. 

On  Friday  morning,  a  bus  load  of 
guests  were  treated  to  a  tour  of  the 
Panhandle  Plains  Historical  Museum 
and  West  Texas  State  University  and 
at  7  p.m.  Jess  Peters,  Inc.  of  Decatur, 
Ill.  conducted  the  first  session  of  the 
auction.  The  second  session  was  held 
Saturday  at  1  o’clock. 

Saturday  was  a  busy  day  for  con¬ 
ventioneers  beginning  with  the  annual 
governors’  and  club  representatives’ 
breakfast  with  TNA  Second  Vice 
President  Marvin  Currie,  Baytown, 
in  charge.  The  speaker  was  Lyman 
Bartee  who  stressed  committment, 
accountability  and  responsibility  of 


governors  and  club  representatives 
meeting  common  problems.

The  Club 
Salute  awards  are  given  annually  by 
Fred  B.  Green  of  Abilene. 

At  12  noon  a  group  of  members 
and  guests  of  the  Society  of  Paper 
Money  Collectors  gathered  at  pool 
side  for  a  delightful  luncheon  at  the 
Coronado  Inn.  Ramon  Latimore  of 
Santa  Fe,  N.  Mex.  was  guest  speaker 
and  he  gave  highlights  of  New  Mexico 
national  currency;  background  of  the 
persons  represented  on  the  currency 
and  the  denominations  issued.  His 
talk  was  illustrated  with  photos  and 
currency  specimens.  Thos.  C.  Bain 
of  Dallas  was  master  of  ceremonies 
and  Society  president  is  Bob  Medlar 
of  San  Antonio. 

Virgil  Hancock,  Bellaire,  ANA 
president,  spoke  briefly  on  ANA  ac¬ 
tivities  at  the  joint  TNA  and  Organi¬ 
zation  of  International  Numismatists 
educational  forum  at  3  p.m.  Satur 
day.  Russell  Rulau,  Iola,  Wise.,  edi¬ 
tor  of  World  Coin  News,  gave  a  re¬ 
port  on  the  possible  merger  of  OIN 
and  Numismatics  International  of 
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Dallas.  Dave  Cervin,  Amarillo,  fol¬ 
lowed  with  a  slide  presntation  on 
medieval  coins.  Master  of  ceremonies 
was  Fred  Clark. 

Speaker  for  the  5  p.m  program 
sponsored  by  the  Maximilian  Numis¬ 
matic  and  Historical  Society  was  Joe 
Frantz  of  Monessen,  Pa.  Frantz  chose 
“Old  Ashes  of  an  Empire’’  as  his 
toptc  relating  events  in  the  life  of 
Maximilian  who  was  emperor  of  Mex¬ 
ico  for  a  brief  period.  His  talk  was 
followed  by  a  slide  showing  of  Maxi¬ 
milian  and  the  coins  issued  during 
his  time.  Frantz  is  MNHS  vice  presi¬ 
dent. 

Others  participating  in  the  program 
were  Miriam  Gilmore.  TNA  NEWS 
editor,  explaining  how  the  Society 
got  its  beginning;  Fred  Clark,  giving 
the  background  on  the  1863  medalet 
of  the  “Junto  de  Ios  Notables;”  and 
C.  H.  Roberts,  Corpus  Christi,  MNHS 
president,  speaking  on  medals  repre 
seating  a  century  of  banking.  Coins 
of  Maximilian  and  related  items  were 
on  display.  Dave  Cervin  served  as 
MC. 

Following  the  educational  programs 
was  a  presentation  by  the  nationally 
acclaimed  Kwahadi  Indians.  The 
group  is  made  up  from  Explorer  Boy 
Scout  troops  of  Amarillo  and  ages 
range  from  10  to  the  late  teens  The 
costumes  and  lively  Indian  dances 
performed  to  Indian  chants  are  au 
thentically  re-created  and  the  audi¬ 
ence  response  was  one  of  enthusiasm 
for  the  boys.  A  spokesman  for  the 
group  said  they  will  soon  leave  on  a 
2-month  tour  taking  them  to  New 
York  performing  in  several  large 
cities  and  participating  in  various 
bicentennial  celebrations  over  the 
country. 

Ninety  seven  guests  attended  the 
awards’  breakfast  held  early  Sunday 
morning  honoring  exhibitors.  Fred 
Clark,  MC,  introduced  special  guests 
Virgil  Hancock,  ANA  president;

TOPICALS  AT  THE  FAIR 


For  the  first  time,  to  my  know 
ledge,  a  major  coin  show  provided 
a  catagory  for  topical  exhibits.  This 
show  was  the  first  CHICAGO  INTER¬ 
NATIONAL  COIN  FAIR  that  was 
held  on  Mar.  19-21.  I  hope  that  other 
shows  on  local  as  well  as  regiona' 
levels  will  consider  this  category  in 
the  future. 

Awards  at  this  show  were  only 
“First  In  Category”  and  “Best  In 
Show.”  As  it  turned  out,  the  topical 
category  had  the  most  entries  with 
six  exhibits  although  three  other  ex¬ 
hibits  could  have  been  in  this  cate¬ 
gory.  The  exhibit  rules  for  the  topical 
category  stated,  “An  exhibit  of  nu 
mismatic  material  relating  to  a 
particular  topic  (ie,  flowers,  birds 
explorers,  etc.)” 

The  topical  winner  was  Alvin  Kress 
and  the  award  was  sponsored  and 
given  by  World  Coin  News.  The  title 
of  his  exhibit  was  “The  Life  of  Mar¬ 
tin  Luther”  and  it  was  displayed  in 
four  cases  with  white  information 
blocks  on  a  brown  background  with  a 
%  inch  border  on  an  overall  black 
background.  In  the  cases  were  four 
coins  and  22  medals. 

One  of  the  exhibits  I  liked  best 
was  titled  “Numismatic’s  Royal 
Ladies.”  This  exhibit  was  not  what 
could  be  called  original  because  the 
coins  were  associated  with  white 
typed  information  blocks  on  a  blue 
background  and  set  in  two  cases  in 
a  straight  linear  or  block  arrange¬ 
ment.  The  limited  information  on 
each  coin  in  this  instance  did  show 
me  considerable  research  because  of 
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W.  B.  (BILL)  SLATE 


my  own  research  for  a  future  topical 
story  on  this  subject.  The  difficulty 
here  is  that  the  ladies  are  often 
shown  with  their  husbands  and  the 
information  is  on  the  men.  In  the 
case  of  the  “Ladies”  of  Denmark 
and  the  Netherlands  there  is  not 
much  difficulty  for  those  coins  is 
sued  after  1930.  Prior  to  this,  the 
European  Royalty  family  trees  over¬ 
lap  and  it  is  a  needle  in  the  hay¬ 
stack  to  find  the  maiden  names  of 
the  queens  or  the  daughters  that  are 
portrayed  on  other  coins  or  medal" 
of  other  countries.  In  this  exhibit 
were  a  few  medals  and  about  20 
coins  ranging  from  a  Queen  Anne 
silver  half  crown  of  Great  Britai 
dated  1706  to  the  new  six  queens’ 
crown  of  the  1975  Cayman  Island  is 
sue.  Other  notable  coins  on  display 
were  a  Russian  Ruble  of  Anna  Ivan¬ 
ovna  dated  1706;  silver  thaler  of 
Queen  Augusta  of  Prussia  dated 
1861;  Russian  Ruble  o'  Catherine  II 
dated  1771  and  a  Russian  silver  piece 
of  Empress  Elizabeth  Petrovna  dated

The  exhibit  rules  for  the  topical 
category  stated,  “An  exhibit  of  nu 
mismatic  materia]  relating  to  a 
particular  topic  (ie,  flowers,  birds 
explorers,  etc.)” 

The  topical  winner  was  Alvin  Kress 
and  the  award  was  sponsored  and 
given  by  World  Coin  News.  The  title 
of  his  exhibit  was  “The  Life  of  Mar¬ 
tin  Luther”  and  it  was  displayed  in 
four  cases  with  white  information 
blocks  on  a  brown  background  with  a 
%  inch  border  on  an  overall  black 
background.  In  the  cases  were  four 
coins  and  22  medals. 

One  of  the  exhibits  I  liked  best 
was  titled  “Numismatic’s  Royal 
Ladies.”  This  exhibit  was  not  what 
could  be  called  original  because  the 
coins  were  associated  with  white 
typed  information  blocks  on  a  blue 
background  and  set  in  two  cases  in 
a  straight  linear  or  block  arrange¬ 
ment.  The  limited  information  on 
each  coin  in  this  instance  did  show 
me  considerable  research  because  of 
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my  own  research  for  a  future  topical 
story  on  this  subject.  The  difficulty 
here  is  that  the  ladies  are  often 
shown  with  their  husbands  and  the 
information  is  on  the  men.  In  the 
case  of  the  “Ladies”  of  Denmark 
and  the  Netherlands  there  is  not 
much  difficulty  for  those  coins  is 
sued  after  1930.  Prior  to  this,  the 
European  Royalty  family  trees  over¬ 
lap  and  it  is  a  needle  in  the  hay 
stack  to  find  the  maiden  names  of 
the  queens  or  the  daughters  that  are 
portrayed  on  other  coins  or  medal" 
of  other  countries.  In  this  exhibit 
were  a  few  medals  and  about  20 
coins  ranging  from  a  Queen  Anne 
silver  half  crown  of  Great  Britai 
dated  1706  to  the  new  six  queens' 
crown  of  the  1975  Cayman  Island  is¬ 
sue.  Other  notable  coins  on  display 
were  a  Russian  Ruble  of  Anna  Ivan¬ 
ovna  dated  1706;  silver  thaler  of 
Queen  Augusta  of  Prussia  dated 
1861;  Russian  Ruble  of  Catherine  II 
dated  1771  and  a  Russian  silver  piece 
of  Empress  Elizabeth  Petrovna  dated 
1747.  In  addition  to  the  previous 
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coins  or  countries  mentioned  a  rep¬ 
resentative  showing  of  ladies  of  the 
German  States,  English  queens  and 
Portugal  were  shown. 

An  exhibit  which  reminded  me  of 
a  Texas  exhibit  featured  20  cents  of 
the  world  and  it  was  entitled  “Twenty 
‘20)  unit  coins  of  the  World.”  This 
exhibit  went  from  minor  units  to  the 
major  units  and  covered  the  time 
from  1582  to  1966,  in  all  211  coins 
from  116  countries  were  presented  in 
upright  frames  with  minimum  infor¬ 
mation  and  they  were  shown  adjacent 
to  an  atlas  cutout  of  the  country  on 
an  information  block.  I  never  did  see 
the  Texas  exhibit  but  it  shows  that 
Texas  again  is  a  leader  in  exhibits. 
I  had  heard  about  this  exhibit  in  the 
mid-sixties. 

Poland  was  represented  in  two  ex¬ 
hibits  although  only  one  was  numis¬ 
matic.  The  numismatic  exhibit  was 
contained  in  six  upright  cases  and 
titled  “Poland’s  Millenium.”  In  the 
cases  were  many  medals  and  a  few 
coins  but  any  general  information 
was  missing  except  what  could  be  ac¬ 
quired  from  the  coins  or  medals.  The 
exhibit  had  some  very  rare  medals 
and  the  effort  to  acquire  the  items 
was  apparent.  The  non-numismatic 
exhibit  consisted  of  16  cases  or  frames 
of  Polish  military  badges  with  a  set 
of  cards  keyed  to  the  case  numbers 


to  describe  the  title  of  the  badge. 

My  own  “Islands  Ho”  exhibit  has 
now  been  expanded  to  three  cases 
entitled  “Landmass  Designs  on  Se¬ 
lected  World  Coinage.”  In  the  exhibit 
I  show  these  coins  that  have  a  map 
as  the  primary  design  and  they  are 
set  upon  a  brown  felt  background 
cutout  like  the  landmass  design.  The 
countries  or  islands  are  then  set 
upon  a  light  blue  background.  The 
information  block  is  done  with  a 
LEROY  lettering  set  on  a  white  back¬ 
ground  and  the  information  follows 
the  TNA  exhibit  rules  for  “BASIC" 
information. 

The  three  other  exhibits  that  were 
entered  in  other  categories,  but  with 
topical  themes,  also  happened  to  be 
category  winners  plus  best  in  show. 
Sam  Whipple  of  Ohio  won  top  honors 
with  his  gold  exhibit  titled  ‘‘Gold 
Coins  of  Selected  English  Monarchs." 
Neil  Shafer  was  awarded  first  in 
paper  money  with  “Deuces  of  the 
World.”  The  remaining  exhibit  is 
mine  and  it  took  first  in  foreign  since 
1500  and  was  titled  “Copper  Sunface 
Coinage  of  19th  Century  Uruguay.”

The  earliest  transportation  known 
to  man  is  from  the  Holy  Bible.  Mary, 
Mother  of  Jesus,  rode  a  donkey  on 
the  way  to  the  inn  to  give  birth  to 
the  Holy  Babe.  Jesus  rode  a  donkey 
into  the  city  after  the  people  spread 
flowers  and  palm  branches  on  the 
street.  Then  we  read  of  the  warrior 
riding  chariots  into  battle.  In  other 
places  we  read  how  people  rode 
camels  from  country  to  country.  The 
men  used  boats  to  catch  fish  for 
food.  Dog  sleds  were  used  in  the  far 
north  to  transport  the  hunters. 

Everyone  knows  the  story  of  Co¬ 
lumbus  and  Queen  Isabella  and  how 
she  loaned  money  to  Columbus  so 
he  could  buy  ships  and  supplies  t' 
sail  to  the  new  world.  This  was  the 
most  famous  type  of  transportation 
until  man  went  to  the  moon. 

We  have  read  in  the  Bible  about 
flying  objects  and  this  is  the  basis 
of  some  believers  that  UFO’s  or  fly¬ 
ing  saucers  have  been  in  existence 
since  the  world  was  made.  I  hear 
a  lot  about  these  things,  but  have 
never  seen  any.  Who  can  say  they 
do  not  exist? 

The  first  man  on  the  planet  we 
now  live  on  was  the  American  In¬ 
dian.  He  rode  wild  horses  to  hunt 
for  his  food  and  to  move  his  tribes 
to  new  areas.

Old  model  cars,  covered 
wagons  and  others  are  plentiful  if 
a  person  has  patience  and  keeps 
looking.  I  am  hoping  someone  will 
come  out  with  a  skate  board  on  an 
elongated  coin.  This  is  the  latest  fad 
with  the  young  boys  and  the  mos' 
daring  type  of  transportation.  You 
can  believe  me  when  I  say  this  sport 
is  for  the  young!  Since  the  election 
fever  is  going  strong  let  us  not  for¬ 
get  the  coins  showing  the  elephant 
and  donkey.
